G.S.R. 914(E).—In exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by sub-section (1), read with clause (bY of sub¬ 
section (2) of section 60 of the Railways Act, 1989 
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(i) upto three hours, whea the ticket fa for 
a destination! station npto 20Q knis.. 
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(24 of 1989), the Central Government hereby naakes 
the following rules further to amend the Railway 
Passengers (Cancellation of Tickets and Refund of 
Fares) Rules, 1990, namely ■.— 

1. (1) These rules may be called d'e Railway Pas¬ 
sengers (Cancelation of Tickets and Refund of Fares) 
Amenment Rules, 1992. 

(2) They shall come into force oi- the first day of 
February, 1993. 

2. In the Railway Passengers (Cancellation of tickets 
and Refund of Fare,) Rules, 1990,— 

(J) in rule 6.— 

(i) in sub-iule (1), for clauses (b) and te), the 
following clauses shall be substituted, name¬ 
ly 

“(b) If the ticket is presented for cancellation, 
within one day in advance (excluding the 
day of journey) and npto four hours 
before the scheduled departure of the 
train, canceJIation charge shall be 25 per 
cent of the fare subject to the minimum 
Hat rate mentioned In clause (a); 

(c) If the ticket is presented for cancellation 
within four hours before the scneduled 
departure of the train and upto— 

(i) three hours, when the ticket is for a 

destination station upto 200 kms., 

(ii) six hours, when the ticket is for a desti¬ 

nation station of more than 200 kms. 
but upto 500 kms., and 

(iii) twelve hours, when the ticket is for a 
destination station of more than 500 
kms,, 

after the actual departure of the tram, cancellation 
charge shall be 50 per cent of the fare subject to the 
minimum flat rate mentioned in clause (a) 

Provided that for ni!ght trains leaving between 21.00 
hours and 06.00 hours (actual departure), refund 
shall be admissible at the station within the time limit 
specified above or within two hours after the opening 
of reservation office, whichever is later," 

(ii) after .sub-rule (2), the folloding Note shall be 
inserted, namely ,■— 

“Note ; In) the case of tickets issued for travel 
from some other station, refund shall be 
admissible at the ticket is.suing station pro¬ 
vided that the ticket is .surrendered before 
the scheduled departure of the train from 
the station from where the ticket is valid 

(2) in rule 7,— 

(i) for sub-rule (1), the following sub-rule shall 
be substituted, namely ;— 

“(1) Subject to provisions of sub-rule (2), no 
cancellation charge shall be payable if a 
wait-listed or RAC ticket is presented for 
cancellation— 


(ii) upto six hours, when the ticket is for a 
destination station of more than 200 kms- 
but upto 500 kms,, and 

(iii) upto twelve huors, when thee ticket is for 
a destination station of mere than 500 
kms., 

after the actual departure of the train except for « 
deduction of a clerkage charge of Rs. 2 per passenger. 

Provided that for night trains leaving between 21.CK) 
hours and 06.00 hours (actual departure), refund 
shall be admissible at the station within the time limit 
specified above or within first two hours aficr the 
opening of reservation office, whichever is later.”; 

(u) after sub-rule (2), the following Note shall be 
in.sertcd, namely 

“Note ; in the case of tickets issued for travel 
from some other station, refund shall be 
admissible at the ticket issuing station pro¬ 
vided that the ticket is surrendered before 
the scheduled departure of the train from 
the station from where the ticket is valid.”; 

(3) in rule 9, for sub-rule (2), the following sub- 
riilc shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(2) Preponement of journey on a reserved ticket 
shall be allowed in the same class by any earlier tram 
on the same day or any earlier day, without levyinig 
any cancellation charges, provided that— 

(i) the ticket is surrendered during the working 
hours of reservation office and upto six 
hours before the scheduled departure of the 
train in which reservation is required, and 

(ii) accomimoralion is available in the train in 
which reservation is required.”; 

(4) in rule 10, for sub-rule (1), the following sub¬ 
rule shall be substituted, namely — 

“(]) Change of re.servation shall be allowed, 
without levying any cancellation charge, on 
a reserved ticket of lower class for higher 
class on the same train and day or when re¬ 
served for a scat in a class for reservation of 
a berth in the same class on the same train 
and day, provided that— 

(i) accommodation is available, and 

(ii) the request for change is made-- 

(a) either during the working hours of 
reservation office and upto six hours 
before the scheduled departure of the 
train, or 

(b) during the course of journey in the 
train.”; 

'(5) in rule 17, for sub-rule (2), the following sub- 
rule shall be substituted, namely :— 
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“(2) If a reserved ticket is lost or misplaced or 
tom or mutilated, an authorised person of the railway 
administration may, at his discretion, allow the pas¬ 
senger to travel against the same reserved accommo¬ 
dation by issuing a duplicate paper ticket on collection 
of an amount equivalent to— 

(a) 25 per cent of the total fare, in the case of 

ticket for journey upto 500 kms,, 

(b) 10 per cent of the total fare in the case of 
ticket for journey more than 500 kms., sub¬ 
ject to the minimum recovery of 25 per cent 
of the total charges for the reserved ticket 
of 500 kms., and 

(c) 25 per cent of the total fare, inespectivc of 
distance, for tickets of trains which have 
separate all-inclusive fare structure on point 
to point basis, 
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and the particulars of the original journey ticket and 
reservation ticket shall be indicated in the duplicate 
paper ticket.”
